Sparks from Father Mark 

The last several weeks I have been sharing about our 
experience at the Fashion Me A People Conference that five 
of us attended in January. 


Next year’s conference will be on the Word of God based on 
the Synod of Bishops that took place last October entitled “The Word of God 
in the Life and Mission of the Church.” I am hoping that we will be able to 
send some of the core team back to Orlando to participate in next year’s 
Fashion Me A people Conference. 


One of the sections on the Synod document is entitled “Lectio Divina,” 
which simply means the art of sacred reading, in particular that of the 
scriptures. Michael Casey, in his book Sacred Reading: The Art of Lectio 
Divina says that: 

Lectio Divina is not reading for information or education, but is a 
technique of prayer and a guide to living. It is a practice in which 
we open ourselves to the scripture text approaching the Word of 
God in a spirit of faith and obedience, ready to perceive and what 
we read the word of God, the will of God, the action of God coming 
to save us. We approach our reading of the text as a disciple who 
comes to a master: receptive, docile, willing to be changed. It is 
about opening ourselves to the action of grace, and the inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit. 

Casey goes on to say that: “Lectio Divina first and foremost, requires 
patience! We have to slow down our intellectual metabolism and not expect 
to find quick and easy solutions to all of life’s problems. It is very much like 
entering a cave. We need to give our eyes time to adjust to the dimmer 
light.” 

In next week’s Sparks, I will share some of the insights from the Synod of 
Bishop’s document on the section of Lectio Divina. It is my hope that we 
could use this method of prayer as families and in small groups as we do as 
a parish staff every Monday morning and as a pastoral council. 

We are called to be shaped and formed in the Word of God. I believe that 
our celebrations of the Eucharist at OLBH would be more vibrant and life 
giving if Lectio Divina became a regular and weekly practice in our homes.

Saint Paul Miki Born in 1562 at Tounucumada 
Japan, St. Paul Miki was born wealthy, the son of a 
military leader. He felt a call to religious life from his 
youth. St. Paul Miki was educated at the Jesuit college at 
Anziquiama and became a Jesuit in 1580. He was a 
successful evangelist. When the political climate became 
hostile to Christianity, he decided to continue his 
ministry and was 
soon arrested. On his 
way to 

martyrdom, he and 
other imprisoned 
Christians were 
marched 600 miles so 
they could be abused 
by, and be a lesson 
to, their countrymen; 
they sang the Te 
Deum on the way. 

Martyred on February 
5, 1597 by being 
stabbed with a lance 
while crucified at 
Nagasaki, Japan, he 
was canonized in 
1862 by Pope Pius IX, 
along with the other 
25 martyrs of 
Nagasaki; his 

memorial is celebrated on February 6.

March for Meals Campaign 

On Sunday, February 15, 2009, the Western South 
Dakota Senior Services Meals Program (Meals on Wheels) 
will be kicking off the annual March for Meals campaign 
with an All-you-can-eat Pancake Breakfast and Silent 
Auction. 

Tickets for the pancake breakfast are $6.00 each and can 
be purchased in advance at 303 N. Maple (corner of New 
York St and North Maple) or at the breakfast. The event is 
from 9 am to 1 pm at the VFW Hall located at 420 Main 
St. in Rapid City—394-6002. 

The Meals Program is a private, non-profit organization 
under section 501 (c) 3 of the Internal Revenue Code, 
which serves hot nutritious meals in a group dining 
setting to 575 seniors on a daily basis and offers delivery 
service to 230 seniors who are unable to leave their 
homes. Our service area includes 16 communities 
throughout western South Dakota. We offer these meals 
on a donation basis to anyone at least 60 years of age, 
regardless of their ability to donate toward the cost of 
their meal. 

The mission of the Meals Program is to assist seniors in 
maintaining independence through good nutrition, 
deferring admission to long term care facilities. Assisted 
living and nursing home costs range from $4,500 to 
$5,000 per month. Our cost for 30 days of meal provision 
totals $200.00. Our program currently promotes health 
maintenance and disease prevention by serving all 
seniors. Presently, we service over 1600 seniors per year. 
These seniors depend upon us to provide them with one 
quality, nutritious meal five days per week.
